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Librarian’s Report 

The remainder of Miss Miriam 
Putnam’s report as Memorial hall 
iibrarian follows. The first part 
was published last week. 

Librarians have often found it 
difficu.t to steer an even course in 
pook selection between the loudly 
publicized best sellers and books 
of equal and often greater merit 
which are not so noisily ac- 
claimed. This fall a book has 
jeaded the non-fiction list of best 
sellers which seems an indication 
of the direction in which people 
are turning in these strenuous 
aays. It is the Treasury of Art 
Masterpieces edited by Thomas 
Craven. This book and some of the 
others which are on the list and 
in great demand in the library— 
iue Nazarene by Shalom Asch, 
Thoreau by Henry Seidel Canby, 
s,ind, Sand and Stars by Antoine 
de Saint-Exupery, the Revolution 
of Nihilism by Hermann Rausch- 
ning—seem to be evidence that we 
do not need to despair too much 
cf p.blic taste. 

The replacement of standard 
and well-tried books with good 
editions as regards print and illus- 
tration is of equal importance to 
the purchase of new books, It is 
amazing to see how often these 
attractive books circulate when 
other copies drab in appearance 
remain on the shelves. 

One of the unsolved problems of 
a library is that of rendering ser- 
vice to the outlying districts that 
is comparable to that given 
people within easy access of the 
main library. Providing equitable 
service to rural areas as cou- 
trasted with urban communities is 
a problem that faces the whole li- 
brary profession, Since 1914 this 
library has served the outlying 
districts with book deposits and 
is still doing so. One of the most 
rewarding afternoons that the 
present librarian has spent since 
she came to Andover was the af- 
ternoon she visited the houses 
where the deposits are sent. The 
visit was made to check up on 
the use made of the deposits and 
to see whother the present modes 
of transportation had made them 
unnecessary. The two districts 
which we visited gave ample evi- 
dence that the books were filling 
a great need. One has only to re- 
member an elderly couple,—the 
wife alone three-fourths of the 
day, the husband a night watch- 
man,—to know how much books 
meant in that household, The next 
step is to see if the present meth- 
od of providing books can not be 
improved upon, 

The librarian with Miss Robin- 
son, the children’s librarian, has 
visited most of the elementary 
schools and thoroughly enjoyed the 
experience of meeting with the 
children and teachers. 

Since September the librarian 
has been going to the Ballardvale 
Branch on Tuesday afternoons and 
cvenings in order to become ac- 
quainted with the needs of the 
community and to see if there is 
any way in which the library can 
be of greater service. 

Two minor changes which have 
met with general approval are 
the permitting of the circulation 
of all magazines except the cur- 
rent issues and the reserving of 
all fourteen day fiction. 

Rescuing good books from the 
oblivion of the stacks is a thrill- 
ing business. Our experiment of 
constantly changing book displays 
seems to have been quite success-

Predicts A Reduction Of State Relief Costs 


Although the total cost of relief 
in Massachusetts is this year the 
largest it has ever been, I feel that 
from now on, we may see a down- 
ward trend in state relief costs,” 
stated Arthur G. Rotch, Massachu- 
setts Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare, in his talk before the Andover 
League of Women Voters at Pea- 
body House on Tuesday. “This 
downward trend will be caused by 
the fact that Federal Old Age Pen- 
sion and Survivor’s Insurance plans 
went into effect on January first 
this year. In the next five years, 
we will see that these two things 
will have a definite effect on state 
relief costs.” 

Old Age Assistance, Mr. Rotch 
pointed out, is not really a pen- 
sion but relief, because it is paid 
not in equal sums to everyone, 
but it is apportioned on the basis 
of need. Survivor’s Insurance is 
paid for out of the earnings of the 
insured, with the employer also 
contributing. The Massachusetts 
Old Age Assistance law is a lib- 
eral one. Ours is the only state to 
have a minimum payment, though 
many states have a maximum, 
which is usually about $30. In De- 
cember, the average payment in 
Massachusetts was $28.73. In the 


matter of Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren, Massachusetts stands high- 
est of any state in the country. 

Mr. Rotch explained the admin- 


istrative reforms which have been 
in effect in the Department of 


Public Welfare since the middle 
of the summer. Relief is still ad- 
m'nistered in the state directly 


f-om the 351 cities and towns, but 
seven district offices have been set 
up throughout the state under the 
Department of Public Welfare to 
co-ordinate and simplify the work. 
The state department acts now as 
a supervisory board, rather than 
doing actual case work as it has 
in the past. and thus duplicating, 
in many instances, the work of 
the local boards, 


Other functions and _  depart- 
ments in the Department of Pub- 


lic Welfare include the division of 
Child Guardianship, which places 
many wards of the state in foster 
homes, the C. C, C, in the state, 
and the state housing board, 


“A recent amendment to the 
Social Security Act,” said Mr. 
Rotch, “requires the merit system 
for all offices connected in any 
way with the state Department of 
Public Welfare. Many cities and 
towns do not have the merit sys- 
tem now, and in order to have it, 
a vote must be taken at the annual 
town meetings or elections. There 
is not enough time to bring the 
question up this year, since most 
town meetings come so soon, and 
because the merit system cannot 
be put into immediate effect, we 
may be threatened with the with- 
drawal of the federal grant due us 
on February first under the Social 
Security Act.” 

Before introducing Mr. Rotch, 
Mrs. John Little, president of the 
Andover League, reviewed the pro- 
gram of open meetings and study 
groups for the year, urging mem- 
bers to use the opportunities of- 
fered by the League to educate 
themselves in a rational approach 
to public affairs, Notices of sever- 
4] study groups were given, Mrs. 
A. Graham Baldwin will hold two 
meetings to discuss Public Wel- 
fare in Massachusetts on January 
26 and February 2, A study group 
on American Foreign Policy will 
meet with Mrs. John Barss on Fri- 
days beginning February 9, and 
Mrs. Phillips Graham will lead a 
group in the study of Town Affairs 
on Wednesdays beginning Febru- 
ary 7.

EDITORIAL 


Wise Expenditures 


Andover has saved money the 
past year, and what is more im- 
portant the town has paved the way 
for annual departmental savings 
which will ibe reflected principally 
in the Board of Public Works bud- 
get this year. With requests for 
special expenditures apparently to 
be at a point well below those for 
the past few years, it is not too 
much to hope that Andover’s tax 
rate will show a reduction in 1940, 
unless some unforeseen complica- 
tions arise. 

An expenditure last year, pro- 
posed by the Board of Public 
Works and endorsed by the Tax- 
payers’ association directors, is ap- 
parently making it possible to save 
a sizeable sum in the department’s 


operating expenditures. The recent | 


snowstorm which was handled by 
town trucks gave a splendid ex- 
ample of real economy made pos- 
sible by wise spending. Last week- 
end the single town sidewalk trac- 
tor plow kept going 20 hours 


| steady, and cleared every sidewalk 
in town, at a much lower cost than 
is the case with hired horse plows. 

The past few years have seen a 
remarkable change in the running 
of our town government, a change 
in which co-operative officials and 
the Taxpayers’ association have 
played a very large part. Remem- 
ber the days of the early 30’s when 
| town meetings were just a scram- 
ble out of which an unusually large 
amount of unwise actions came? 
Those were the days when one 
clique wanted expenditures regard- 
less of the amount and purpose, 
and when another clique was 
against expenditures regardless of 
the desirability of them. That has 
all changed. Town officials and the 
Taxpayers’ association directors 
‘are today, more than ever before, 
| working together for the best in- 
'terests of the town. Their work is 
now showing results, and your tax 
bills would be much higher were it 
not for this spirit of co-operation.
